I have only 
seen it once since then and that was whien it was 
in the Governor’s hands. As nearasI1 can recol- 
lect, it was thanking the Governor for the posi- 
tion 7 had occupied; that I wanted to tender him 
my thanks for the same and tender my 
resignation of the office; it was not very long. 

Q.—Did it bear any date? A.—Not to the best 
of my Knowledge; it was left blank. 

Q.—State again as clearly as you can the repre- 
sentations that McChesney made to you, when he 
got you to sign that blank resignation? A.—Well, 
he stated tomethat as Iwasa stranger to the 
Governor—I never had seen the Governor, I 
didn’t know him, when I was appointed—that he 
wanted that to send to him as a mattef of protec 
tion to the Governor. I peing an entire 
stranger to him, he intended to send that to the 
Governor. 

Q.—Was anything said, or did he give you to 
understand that he was doing that at the request 
of the Governor? A.—I don’t Know that he stated 
that it was a request from‘the Governor; I’ve 
stated that he wanted that for the Governor, as 
I was an entire stranger, so thatit would be an 


assurance to the Governor that I would mot go 


back on his administration; as near as I can re- 
member-the words. I refused at first to sign it, 
etuting that it might be used to force me into an 
unpleasant position-where I might be used, 
Q.—Dia Mr. McChesney give you to understand 
that 1t was to remainin his hands? A.—No, sir. 
Q.—Did you understand, or did he gtve you to 
understand, that it was to go direct to the Gov- 


ernor? A.—He did. 


Q.—Would you have signed it if you had known 
he was going to Keep it?

Gunn to a position on the patrol 
service? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Tell what you know about it. A.—Mr. Gunn 
came tomy house one Sunday afternoon in a 
buggy with his son, and came into the house to 
me and told me that he wanted me to help him 
again; I had tried, I believe, a year ago, when 
the patrol service was first started.

ARCHBISHOP PURCELL’S CREDITORS. 


They will Meet in Cincinnati To-night— 
Money Must Be Raised. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

CINCINNATI, October 18.—To-nicht a meeting of 
the credit :rs of the late Archbishop Purcell will 
be held at Hibernia Hall to determine whether 
they will appeal from the decision of the District 
Court to the Supreme Court in the great case re- 
cently decided this October 1 by the former 
“against the creditors,” as they termit. The de- 
cision Is very complex and voluminous, and quite 
indescribable. To the non-professional man not 
pecuniarily interested in the case it is dull and 
unintelligible. The most persistent of the cred- 
itors here understand that itis adverse to them. 
They have had an organization for keeping up this 
agitation for two years, but have remained silent 
pendiug the long trial and delayed decision of the 
case,in so far as holding public meetings was con- 
cerned. It was money raised by this organization 
that paid some of the legal counsel who assisted 


the assignee in the trial. But while the case was 
in the courts the association never lost an oppor- 
tunity to lay their grievances before the clergy. 
They addressed letters to Archbishop Elder, sent 
a petition to the Provincial Council which con- 
vened here, addressed cireulars to all the Bisho 
in the United States,and finally addressed the 
Pope himself in strong terms. The tenor of these 
titions was that of an application for the 
atholic Church to take some action for their re- 
lief. Now they have to raise $4,000 or $5,000 to 
carry the case tothe Supreme Court, and that is 
the object of their meeting to-night.

He has been at the 
head of the dynamite movement for years, 
and what has he done? He 
has made three or four splurges 
that have resulted as fatally as would 
a cracker thrown into the East River with the in- 
tention of biowing up the city of New York. fle 
acknowledges every once in a while that the 
money Is coming in fast and that a determined 
strike will be madg for Ireland as soon as every- 
thing Is ripe for the movement. McDonald bas 
been the personal friend of Rossa and they have 
been hand-in-glove for many years. McDermott 
is ho more guilty of what he has been charged 
with thas Lam, and the thinking men and truest 
friends of the Irish Nation 
BELIEVE AS I Do.

Gov. Crittenden’s Examination Postponed 
Until To-Morrow—Visit of the Committee 
Appointed by the Indignation Meetinge— 
-Cleveland’s Resignation—How the Govern- 
or Spent the Day. 


The police mudale has held its owD a8 4 topic 
for gossip to-day. There were few new develop- 
ments, but enough was known to furnish 
food for discussion. The desire to 
hear what the Grand Jury woulda 
make out of the Governor at his examination was 
universal, and the news that Crittenden’s ordeal 
was postponed until to-morrow, Was received with 
some disappointment. The only other feature of 
importance were the proceedings in court, & full 
account of which are giyen below. 


Proceedings in Court. 

The proceedings in the Court of Appeals this 
morning growing out ofthe certiorari proceed- 
ings instituted by Chief Campbell against 
the Board of Police Commissioners 
were of a highly interesting character. 


On last Tuesday morning when Judge Lewis 
‘asked, after a statement oi the relator’s case had 
been made to the court by Mr. Henry Hitchcock, 

of counsel for Chief Campbell, if the respondents 

Were represented in court, Judge Chester H, 

Krum replied that he represented them. This 

morning Judge Krum repeated this statement, 

and entered into a lengthy’ explanation of his em- 
ployment. He said that he had been 
employed by Dr. Lutz, vice-president of 
the Board of Police Comunissioners, 
who, for all purposes of the kind, was the Board 
of Police Commissioners. He said the Mayor of 
the city was simply entitled to preside alt such 
meetings of the Board as he bappeved to be pres- 
ent at, but the chief executive officer of the 

Board was not the Mayor but the Vige-President. 

This state of things liad existed since the very 

beginning ot Mayor Ewing’s term of office. Act- 

ing, by virtueoft bis employment by Vice-Presi- 
dent Lutz, Judge Krum had prepared a paper 

Which he admitted was not a return by the Board 

of Police Commissioners to the writ, but which 

was a return for the three members constituting 
a@wmajority of the Board, whom Le claimed to re- 
ent. He asked leave to present this paper, 
but he did not tile it. The document, after re- 
citifig the names of the jitigants, 1s as Lollows:

This remark was brought out 
by the objection which had been urged that Mar- 
shal Baggott had failed to “serve” the Board, al- 
though he had “served” each of the members of 
the Board. The attorneys on both sides exoneraied 
the marshal of all blame in the premises. 
Judge Bakewell brought the whole matter to a 
closesby directing that counsel for therespond- 
ents might bave until 4 o’clock this afternoon to 
file a retarn on behalf of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, and further er tem of the case was 
adjourned until next Tuesday morning. 


Not Against the Law. 

Several prominent criminal attorneys were 
called upon to-day in reference to the action of 
Marshall F. McDonald in giving out the first 
batch of the Grand Jury testimony which 
was published’ in the Post-DIsPATcH. 
They all expressed tae opinion that as far as they 
eould see there was no legal offense. Ex-Judge 
Wm. C. Jones has declared to Mr. McDonald and 
to others that, if he knew anything about crimi- 
nal law, no offense had been committed, Several 
other gentiemen have given a like assurance. 

Mr. McVonald when talking about the matter 
said: 

“T did not think I was violating any law. This 
evidence is taken for the use of the Circuit Attor- 
ney. I proposed touse it by giving it to the 
press. had intended to give it in installments 
to all the papers. While the PosT-DISPATCH was 
obtaining the first section Mr. Harris objected 
to my course. I immediately took back the 
Sepanorciot and nothing further came outof our 
office.’ 


No BResignation Yet. 
Up to 1l a. m. to-day, so far as could be learned, 
Police Commissioner H. D. Cleveland had not 
handed in his resignation to Governor Crittenden. 
At that hour His Excellency left the hotel, 


and journeyed tothe Four Courts via the Pine 
streets cars. As he expected io be busy with the 
Grand Jury the remainder of the day, it is proba- 
ble that, if Mr. Cleveland resigns to-day. he will 
have to do the act by gas-light. On ’Change 
the rumo: had gained great strength, however, 
that Cleveland would step down aud out of his 
own accord to-day. 

A gentleman who is posted as to Cleveland’s 
movements, said that Mr. Allen, president of the 
Cass Avenne Railway, had not only not with- 
drawn from the position he has taken, that Cieve- 
land should chose between the Police Board and 
the railway company, but that he is Insisting that 
the choice be made quickly. On the other band, 
“the gang,” who fear the effect that Cuieve- 
land’s resignation would have, are urging 
him to stick, or to wait at least 
until the . storm has partialiy blown over. 
The men on ’Change who pushed Mr. Cleveland 
most strongly when he was looking for the place, 
say that he will surely resign, and that he had 
promised to do so to-day. “You cannot tell, how- 
ever,”’ said one of these gentlemen. ‘We call him 
Kaleiadeoscope Cleveland now,because he changes 
so d—n quickly.” 


Gov. Crittenden. 
Gov. Crittenden arrived at the Southern Hotel 
last evening pursuant to agreement, desiring to 
consult with his appointees before appearing be- 


fore the Grand Jury. Gen. Gooding was the firbBt 


man to meet the Governor, and they retired to 


one of the leather covered sofas gnd and were en- 


gaged for fully an hour .probably discussing 
“Future St. Louis.” The Governor was noticed 
to leave the General with a cordial shake of the 
hand, and the General seemed much pleased with 
the interview. The Governor went up to supper, 
and shortly after that Dr. Lutz and David Caruth 
entered the hotel. From a vigilant reporter they 
learned how the Governor was engaged. They at 


once took up positions where a view of the grand 
staircase was commanded, and waited patiently 
about till Tommy did appear, At last he came 
down the polished steps, beaming pleasantly. He 
shook hands with his two commissijoners, did not 
notice that the handsome, portly man leaning 
against the wall was the new Chief of Police, 
took Gooding aside for a few minutes, circulatea 
for five minutes shaking hands promiscuously, 
passed Tom Hathaway without speaking, refused 
to be interviewed by several reporters, and then 
ascended the elevator in company with Dr. Lutz 
and Caruth to aroom onthe Walnut street front 
of the hotei, on the the third floor. A pitcher 
of ice water followed the party 
up stairs. The conference lasted until 11 
o'clock, when the Doctor and Caruth came down 
stairs, and left the hotel. The Governor followed 
in a few minutes and knocked about the corridors 
for a matter of a quarter of an hour or so, when 
he yawningly retired. The patient reporter, who 
had got the straight tip that Clevelaud wouid ap- 
pear with his resignation, waited in vain for his 
arrival. The Governor arose early this morning. 
By 8:30 o’clock he had finished his breakfast, and, 
leaving word that callers should send up their 
cards, he retired to his room. The first caller 
was the Hon. Ll. Ed. Jones, editor of the Platts- 
burg Lever, and known last winter as a stal- 
wart friend of the administration. He remained 
inthe room about a half-hour, and was fullowed 
by Frank Merryman, the atiorney. While Jones 
was Waiting for Merryiman to return, he expressed 
to a Post-DIsPATCH reporter his unwavering 
faith in the integrity and wisdom of the Governor 
of Missouri. 

An old lady was waiting around to complain 
that ber boarding-house had been robbed three 
times, and that the police stated the reason was 
that the beats were two large to afford protection 
to property.

“They seem to have a great dealtosay. I talk

He sald that he feit 
much disappointed at the delay, “as to have testi- 
fied to-day would have been a great convenience 
to me, and perhaps to the public also. However, 
I always like to be obiicing, I will also give the 
merchants an audience to-morrow, They have 
some resolutions that they wish to read to me.

Who is the Head of the Police? 

The wrangle in the Court of Appeals this morn- 
ing between Judge Krum and City Counselor 
Bell, as to which of them has the right to repre- 
sent the Board of Police Commissioners in the 
certiorari proceedings is important as indicating 


the jealousv between Vice-President Lutz and 
Mavor Ewing. Each of them claims to be the 
cinef executive officer of the Board. Further 
light is thrown on the situation by the following 
correspondence which passed on yesterday De- 
tween Mayor Ewing and Judge Krum:

DEAR SiR—l respectfully ask you to inform me 
by what authority you assumed to appear In tlie 
St. Louis Court of Appeals on the 15th inst. as 
counsel for the undersigned and the Police Board 
iu the case of “State, etc., vs, Police Commis- 
sioners, etc.” 

The case spoken of is in charge of the City 
Counselor, who is by law the official representa- 
tive of the Board in ail cases in courts of record, 
and no action has been taken by the Board or by 
myself looking to your employment therein; and 
bence Lam ‘compelled toapply to youfor the 
above information.

DEAR Str—lIn reply to your favor of this morn- 
ing, i have to say, that I appeared in the C urt of 
Appeals on the 15th inst., in the case of the State 
ex rel Campbell vs. the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, by authorit. of the Vice President of the 
Board. I did not appear as counsel for yourself, 
or for Gen. Gooding. 

My authority to appear for the Board, as such, 
emanated fromy Messrs. Caruth, Lutz and Cleve- 
isnd, a majority of the Board. Asto my appear- 
ance for such individual members of the Board as 
I represented upou the occasion referred to, l am 
not aware of beingin any manner under obliga- 
tion 10 indicate to any one the cause of such rep- 
resentation. 

As your favor advizes me that the case is ‘‘in 


charge of the City Counselor,” and reference is 


made to the laws unaer which you claim that he 
is the “official representative of the Board in ail 
cases in courts of record,” ali_I have to say isthat 
the statement is based upon a misapprehension of 
the law on the subject aud the nature of the pro- 
ceeding itself. 
The members of the board are officers of the 
State. It is made ihe dutyof the Citv Counselor 
to appear for city officers where they are officially 
interested (see section 32, article 4, Scheme and 
Charter), and to “furnish the Board of Police 
Comuinissioners with the legal advice and services 
desired by them,” (see section 15, article 16, of 
same); but the functions of the City ©ounselor 
unasked or unsolicited have no such conmiprehen- 
sive scope as is indicated by vour favor, Further-

THE SWITCHMEN’S STRIKE. 


Chances for the Strikers’ Success Gloomy— 
Condition of the Reads. 

The switchmen’s strike in East St. Louis re- 
mains unchanged, exeept that several of the 
strikets became disheartened at their gloomy 
prospects and left for Chicago ana other points, 
where they expect to get work, The Relay De- 
pot, the rendezvous of the strikers, 
was almost deserted all day, the 
strikers remaining at home. The  con- 


dition of the railroad yards this morning is more 
ee than yesterday, the presence of the 
eputy Marshals preventing the strikers from in- 
terfering ay the men at work. The Vandaila 
has partially succeeded in raising their blockade, 
and are now send out. reeular trains and 
handling live stock and perishable freight in 
a satisfactory manner, ‘The Ohio and Mississip- 
pi yards are in splendid shape this morning. all 
evidence of a strike megs (gpd last night. 
rheir numerous tracks are sil cleared and freicht 
of all descriptions is being received and handled 
as well as beforeésthe strike Was in- 
augurated, Gen, Reébe left for Sprinegfieid 
last night, but hia seven Deputw United Siates 
Marshals are still guarding the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi property, and will. remain on duty till the 
strike is over, Sheriff Ropiequet swore in 
several more deputies last night and this morn- 
ig, and at noon to-day had not 
less than one hundred deputies dis- 
tributed through the various railroad yards, The 
Cairo Short Line had allthe men in their yaras 
working as switchmen last evening, sworn in as 
deputy sheriffs, to proteet themselves against the 
strikers, who seem determined to compel them 
to quit work. The Cairo Short 
Line received several additions to 
their foree of workmen this morning, and are 
hopeful of having their yards cleared before to- 
inorrow. Several of the strikers stated this morn- 
ing that all the roads, with the exception of the 
Wabash and Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, had 
agreed to pay the terms demanded, and the men 
would resume work in those vards at noon. Mr. 
Barnhart, general freight agent of the Louisville 
und Nashville, dened ‘that any such proposition 
had been made to the strikers. The only propvos!- 
tiun offered was for. the strikers to re- 
sume work at the old rates, and 
a meeting of the different roads would 
then be cailed, and the advisabuity of increasing 
the switchmen’s wages considered. The strikers 
did not accept the proposition aud there the mat- 
ter ended. The Louisville and Nashville has 
been without a swicohman since the strike was 
inaugurated, but by bard work the general 
freight agent and yard master have 
succeeded in doing all-the switching required and 
in sending all freight out nearly on time. The only 
difficluty they experience is in getting connection | 
with other roads, The Wabash and Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy placed several new men at 
work this morning under the protection of 
Deputy Sheriffs, but at noon to-day 
they had made but littl headway in clearing 
these yards of the numberless freight cars col- 
lecled there.

2. That the Police Board was not intended to be 
a political machine, and that any action of any 
members of the Board desigued to serve the pur- 
poses of a poliiical party is in violation of their 
Oaths of office, and in direct defiance of the law 
which created them.

Atthe same 
time it is only fair to warn such people that 
it is the intention of the Secretury to feed 
them on free trade literature from time to 
time.

CONGRESS AND 1884. 
Elections for a year past have shown that 
the people are disgusted with the Republican. 
party and especially with the record of the 
last Republican Congress. Bnt the disgust 
which put such a large Democratic majority 
in the Congress soon to meet, and which has 
carried so many Republican strongholds for 
the Democrats, may not inure to their benefit 
in 1884. It ail depends upon the record yet 
to be made by the Democratic majority in 
the House during the-coming session.

They did nothing towards 
ené6rcing the original conditions of the Jand 


areas of them to be held foran indefinite 
time by a mortmain tenure exempt from tax- 
ation, though the original grants required 
them to be sold or reannexed tothe public 
domain within a specified time. In short, 
nothing was done by the Democrats to re- 
strict or regulate in any way the fearful con- 
cessions which the Republicans had heaped, 
with reckless and corrupt hands, upon the 
great corporations that are now ruling this 
country like Gothic or Vandal conquerors. 
This failure on the part of the Democrats 
placed all branches of the Federal Govern- 
ment again in the hands of the Republicans, 
as if to see whether defeat had reformed 
them. lLookiag atthe condition which the 
last Republican Congress left us in with ref- 
erence to the evils and plundering operations 
of monopoly, we plainly see why the anti- 
monopolists from the Pacific to the Atlantic 
made common cause with the Democrats and 
last year carried for them California, Neva- 
da, Colorado, Kansas, Michigan, New York,. 
Pennsylvania and Massachusetts, 

There are to-day over 100,000,000 acres of 
unearned land grants liable to be stolen froin 
the people by collusion of the Attorney- 
General and Secretary of the Interior with 
the corporations at any time before Con- 
gress declares the grants forfeited. There 
are perhaps as many more acres clutched in 
the dead hand of. corporations, and 
held for sale at monopoly prices, 
in violation of the conditions of the 
grant, yet exempted from taxation as no 
other property in this countryis. Our four 
Pacific roads, which have received in Jands 
and muney not less than $300,000,000 from the 
Government, have gone into a pool, and are 
charging five times the rates of toll that are 
charged on unsubsidized roads in the States, 
though Congress has reserved in all grants 
and charters the right to protect the public 
from such extortion. The Centrai Pacific 
and the Union Pacific, besides their untaxed 
lands, are compelling the Government to pay 
interest on the bonds loaned them, and are 
so evading the Thurman act that they will 
owe the Government $130,000,000 when the 
bonds are due. They are notoriously hiding 
their earnings in the construction and opera- 
tion of other roads upon which the Govern- 
ment has no lien. Yet Congress not only 
winks at this bare-faced swindle, this open 
robbery of the public treasury, but permits 
the robbers to plunder and rule with an iron 
rod all the countries through which these 
roads run. 

If the incoming Democratic Congress 
shows no determined purpose to grapple 
with these wrongs and correct them; if both 
Democrats and Republicans go into the 
campaign of 1884 acquiescing in the demands 
of the monopolists to be let alone with all the 
plunder in sight and all their predatory 
powers unrestrained, the indignant voters 
who, looking to the Democratic party for 
rescue, have given it ali its recent victories, 
willdesert it as promptly as they deserted 
the Republican party. With Ben Burier 
running as the Anti-Monopoly candidate 


against Republican and Democratic nomi- 
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fluence, there will be no “walk-over” fol 
‘Democrats. But it fs in the power 
the Democratic -Congressmen-elect to make

DOOMED. 

It appears that the Republican party in 
St. Louis can furnish only three aspirants to 
‘the honor of filling the expected vacancy 
in the office of Postmaster. Of these one is 
a merchant wholly unknown to public life, 
another is a post-office clerk whose exist- 
ence is first made known by his candidacy, 
and the third is a retired capitalist. 

This dearth of candidates for office in a 
party in which candidates are usually thick 
as blackberries is significant. 

The office is the best federal office in this 
city. The incumbent will hereafter draw as 
much pay as a District Attorney and live in 
quarters fitted up for a grand duke. But 
few want it. 

The reason for this is that the term of 
office extends only to a year from next 
March. Then the Postmaster will march 
down and out from the new granite building 
at the head of a brilliant procession of Fed- 

eral officials who will kindly vacate the 
premises to make room for Democrats.

A NEW STREKT CAR LINE, 

Application has been made to the 
Municipal Assembly for a franchise for a 
new street railway company. 

The application ought to be granted sub- 
ject to the conditions regulating other com- 
panies and with one new condition. . 

No new company should be permitted to 
insult the intelligence of the nineteenth 
century with a bob-tail car. 

Moreover the city should reject the offer 
of anewrate of taxation in the shape ofa 
very small percentage on receipts. 

It will not do to have one plan of taxation 
for one company and another plan for 
another. All taxes should be uniform. 

At present all street railway companies 
are tax-dodgers, and one tax-dodger more or 
less does not signify. But when the time 
comes—if it will ever come—when the citi- 
zens take the government of the city out of 
the hands of bosses, bummers and idiots, 
and get a capable Municipal Assembly, all 
these corporations will be made to pay taxes 
on the value of their property, the value of 
their franchise property being estimated 
from the revenue it brings in. 


A VERY lame excuse for Gov. CRITTEN- 
DEN is the plea that the Governor of a great 
State cannot “board around” like a country 
schoolmaster and thus find out all about the 
people and affairs of each neighborhood. 
The trouble with Gov. CrirrenveEN is that 
he “boarded ‘around” in St. Louis long 
enough as a candidate to find out all about the 
kind of people he seemed to be hunting for— 
the bosses of the gamblers’ ring, the head 
bummers of ward politics, fellows “on the 
make” and ready to “put up” Jiberally and 
serve like pirates for back-door “inflooence.”’

THE other day the merchants of Dallas, 
Texas, invited the Prosecuting Attorney to 
meet them in a hotel for consultation about 
the enforcement of the law against gambling 
houses.

The consultation then took the form of a 
Statement from the merchants that the suD- 
pression of gambling wouid ruin the trade 
of Dallas, and that the gamblers were offered 
a large bonus to remove toa rival town un- 
der a promise of immunity from the penal- 
ties of the law. The Prosecuting Attorney 
and the Grand Jury decided that they had 
no authority to suspend a positive statute 
on the ground that its operation would di- 
vert trade. The merchants of Dallas will 
have to organize a call board with 
bucket-shop attachments to appease the 
gambling spirit of their customers.

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The Civil Riyhts Decision. 
From the New. York Worla. 

The decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States declaring the civli rights law unconstitu- 
tional will create much excitement among the ne- 
gro population. The court does not find in the 
Thirteenth or Fourteenth Amendments any 
authority for legislation requiring, under penal- 
ties, that equal privileges shall be accorded in 
hotels, railways and theaters to colored and white 
citizens alike, 

Tne opinion, singularly enough, is written by 
Justice Bradley of New Jersey, while the only 
dissenting Voice is that of Justice Harlan of Ken 
tucky. The latter Judge records the notice of 
his non-concurrence, and promises to file his 
opinion sustaining the law at a future time. Judge 
Bradley was President Grant’s appointee and 
Judge Harlan was appointed by Hayes. 

The blunders by which the object of equal so- 
clal rights has thus been defeated are those of 
the’ Republicans. The Democrats have no re- 
sponsibility in the matter. If our colored fellow- 
citizens act wisely they will accept the result with 
patience, and will strive by self-improvement and 
good citizenship to win the respect and consiaer- 
ation to which every honest man is entitied, no 
matter what may be the color of his skin.

A Seathing Set of Resolutions 
Drawn up by the Coramittee,

And Given to Governor Crittenden this After- 
noon— No Confidence in the Three Mem- 
+ bers of the Police Board.

The committee of four appointed by the citizens’ 
mass-meeting obtained a meeting with Governor 
Crittenden to-day at 2 o'clock at the Southern 
Hotel. 

Tie committee presented the followth¢e docu- 
ment, which the Governor received and took nn- 
der consideration: 


To the Governor of Missonr!: 

We have been appointed hy a mass meeting of 
the citizens of St. Louis, convenes withont dis- 
tinction of party, on October 13 last; to present to 
you the accompanying resolutions by them anan- 
imousiy adopted: 

Resolved, 1. That the SBoard of Police Com- 
missioners, established by law to preserve the 
peace and good order of the city avd protect the 
lives and property of its inhabitants, bave* be- 
trayed a public trust confided tn them, and have 
veeome the tool of a band of conspirators, organ- 
ized for plunder andtusingjthe instrumentaltitiesior 
ihe law Lo subserve thetr purposes, Through this 
action the cause of public justice has been para- 
‘yzed and the lives and property of citizens put 
in jeopardy, 

2—That the Police Board was not intend- 
ed to be a political machine, and that any action 
of any members of the Board designed to serve 
the purposes of a political party isa violation of 
their oath of office and in direct detiance of the 
law whieh created them, . 

3. That the good name as well as the best In- 
terests of the city of St. Louis and the State of 
Missouri requires the prompt removal of three of 
said Police Commissioners, viz: Lutz, Caruth 
and Cleveland. That we demand their removal 
at the hands of the Governor and that their places 
be filled with competent. trustworthy men. 

4. The recentdevelopments connected with the 
police scandal show that the individual holding 
the office of Coal Oil Inspector is intimately con- 
nected with the combination referr to in the 
foregoing resolutions. is undeservin ot pane 
confidence and ought to be removed from office. 

5. That acommittee of three be appointed to 
cause these resolutions to be printed and cireu- 
lated for signatures, and when, in the apinion of 
the committee and of the chairman of this meet- 
ing, a sufficient number of signatures have been 
obtained, that they be forwarded to the Governor 
of the State. 

The foregoing resolutions were unanimously 
adopted by the mass mecting, beld on the 13th 
day of October, 1883.

These resolutions, besides being adupted by the 
Mass meeting, have been signed bw many of our 
leading citizens and commercial firms, to give you 
further assurance of the interests represented 
and the earnestness with which they invoke your 
d rotection. 

We are authorized to say further, and do say: 

The statements contained in the resolutions are 
believed by our fellow-citizens and ourselves to be 
true, and that they betoken a state of affairs de- 
manding the most serious and immediate atten- 
tion at your hands as the Chicf Executive of the 
State. 

‘The people of St. Louis especially have good 
reason to be sensitive regarding the condition of 
our police. It is but a few years since these same 
citizens, now invoking vour interference aud cor- 
rection of abuses, were eompelled to take up arins 
in support of the municipai authorities and in de- 
fense of the property, the safety and homes of 
our citizens, and reflection upon the events of 
those days, and many occasions of violence and 
death since, have the more deeply impressed us 
ail with the necessity of Keeping the police force 
not only pure and Vigilant, but full of eathusiasm 
for their vocation, and confidence in those posess- 
ing authority over them, 

In the day of danger the Police Board should 
not only be fit and competent to direct the en- 
rol'edjpolice,but its members shouldbe men of such 
unimpeachable character as to command the 
respect and confidence of the people and the 
prompt, imoraland physical support of all good 
citizens. 

Such confidence and respect is not felt for the 
present Board. The Mayor and Gen. Gooding 
are deemed worthy of public confidence. The 
others are not. 

it is believed that the majority of the Board are 
under evil influences which have lea them to at- 
tempt the dishonor and removal of a Chief of 
Police in whom the people have confidence, and 
against whom no charges have been preferred. 
The action of the Board has been unusual, sud- 
aen and arbitrary. Ithas been without hearing, 
and, as We assert,f‘without any cause whatever. 
It has occurred atatime when there has been 
broughtto the attention of the people an in- 
sufferable interference of gamblers and crimfals 
with the members ofthe Board, their personal 
action and official management. The manipula- 
tors of political rings and cliques have appeared 
to act in conjunction with thegBoard on numer- 
ous occasions in secret conclave and in by-places, 
and the demands of party have been made the 
false pretext for official action or neglect, as oc- 
casion required. And besides all this, rumors of 
corruption and tainted perquisites are of datly oc- 
currence, which, had there been no such extraor- 
dinary and injurious action of the Board, might 
have been disregarded, but which, in connection 
with all the other facts of the case, add to the 
alarm and indignation of the city. 

If men are selected for control of the police 
force to serve personal ends, or remain in place 
after they begin to conspire with the criminal 
classes, or connive at their offenses, or after their 
official conduct, by its malice and tyranny, has 
destroyed all confidence in their fairness and in- 
tegrity, or reliance upon their judgment or de- 
cency, it must follow that the force is fatally in- 

ured,and buta short timecan elapse before it 
comes Wholly degraded and utterly wortbless.: 

If arbitrary dictation, personal spleen and po- 
litical bias shall operate to make or unmake, not 
ouly the chiefs of the police force, but shall be the 
avowed springs of action operating upon the ap- 
pointments of even the rank and file of the police- 
men, the incentives to hazardous 
and manly action § fail and the in- 
fiuence: of corruption will soon. nave full sway. 

The interests thus imperiled are not the creatiou 
of any party or State arrangement Our homes are 
our own, and we will not have them jeopardized. 
They stand to us before party or any State accom- 
mouaiions or the corrupt motives and interests of 
secret rings and office brokers. Our business and 
commerce we have created, and we have made 
the State to protect them and allow them to 

rosper. We refuse tamely to view the min- 
sters of the people and the intended guardians of 
the pubdiie welfare neglecting or purposely sacri- 
ficing these great interests. Men of criminal pro 
clivities and practices, our people believe, have 
too much to say about who shall enforee the 
law and too little to answer for before the bar of 
Justice. 

The influence of these grievances Nave recently 
culmiuated by the vote of three of the Board of 
Police Commissioners, Lutz, Caruth and Cleve- 
land, for the removal of the Chief of Police, Col. 
John W. Campbell. 

This action was taken, not only without any 
charges preferred against this officer, allowing 
him a hearing. and without, as our people be- 
lieve, any cause existing, but really because he 
was an efficient and energetic officer, endeavor- 
ine to maintain the law. 

The gamblers’ ring disliked him, which is al- 
most conclusive evidence of his merit. He has 
the confidence of our riger rece 

If hé is to be stricken down by the evil infiu- 
ences at work, we know that cur very best and 
dearest interests and rights are assailed, and we 
speak boidly to you,the Chief Executive officer of 
the State of Missourt,and ask that you request the 
resignations of the persons endeavoring.to perpe- 
trate the outrage, and fill their places with pure 
and honest men.

“Are Angory cats getting to le fashionable 
for pets?” asked a reporter of an East side 
dealer. 

“On, yes, indeed,”” was the reply: “‘within 
the last month the demand has been quite 
large and strange to say 1 sell as many by 
mail as ldo in the city. Only yesterday [ 
sent one to New Orleans and last week one 
to Chicago. ‘They seem to be rapidly taking 
the place of pugs. Come in and see the cats.’ 

So saying, the reporter was shown into a 
room where @ dozen or more animals with 
long tails and hairsweeping the floor were 
playing tege or sleeping on hair cushions. 
Some were white, some tortoise and others 
mouse colorced, oF BDiue, in the parlance of 
the trade. | 


“There are also black and chinchilla cats,”” 
said the dealer. ‘These blu@ ones are the 
rarest, but the white ¢ats seem to be thie 
favorites. Some people maintain that onjy 
the white cats are the pure breed, but tifat 
is not so, as quite frequently white cats will 
have different colored kittens.” a 

“What is the most valuable cat you have?” 

‘“l'his large white Tom is the most expen- 
sive; he is worth $50. The other eats are 
worth from $40 to $50. The kittens are 
worth $20 for the males and $15 for the fe. 
males.” 

The dealer then explained the difference 
between the Angora and the Persian cats, 
which is very slight, the Persians having a 
longer face and larger ears. The animals are 
very delicate and require great care in rais- 
ing, colds being the chief enemies of the 
feline kind. cach eat must have a hair 
cushion and be washed regularly and rubbed 
with cocoanut oil. Birds and scraped beef 
are found to be the best food for them. A 
few cats are imported from England, but 
most of them are raised by a man in Maine,
